11,000 hours of flying time, and 
almost immediately, he began 
seeking better ways of conducting 
his new business. 

The fact that a small flock of 
1800 took at least half of his 
time did not deter Mr. Lentine

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Abundant Sugar 
Supply Assured 
To Homemakers 


The nation’s homemakers need 
not worry about the sugar supply. 
According to a department of agri- 
culture bulletin, not only is sugar 
plentiful, it ig so abundant that 
there is a law to keep too much of 
it from being imported into the 
United States. 


The law, called the Sugar Act 
of 1948, is in effect a wall to keep 
overabundant supplies of foreign 
sugar off the domestic market. 
Under the terms of the legislation, 
the Secretary of Agriculture is re- 
quired at the end of each calender 
year to determine how much sugar 
consumers will need in the con- 
tinental United States during the 
next year. The secretary’s deci- 
sion is subject to change any time 
during the year should conditions 
appear to warrant. 


This means that the secretary of 
agriculture can open the gates 
when ever the domestic sugar sup- 
ply situations indicate a shortage 
exists. The sugar inflow will be 
increased from bountiful produc- 
ing—and fortunately quite close 
by, Cuba, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 
other areas. 

Here at home, the department 
of agriculture reports that domes- 
tic sugar beet production wil] be 
the largest on record, and that 
the sugar cane crop is about a 
third larger than average.

“The writer, with other repre-

ually for the past one half cen- 
tury and at no time had any of 
the property been for sale, fur- 
ther that she was a woman of 77 
years with failing health, that 
she had been greatly worried and 
agitated regarding the rumor that 
she Would be forced out of aer 
home. 

“J further stated it was the de- 
sire and wish of her sons and 
daughters to have their mother 
pass her declining years “undis- 
turbed in her home. I informed 
the board that Mrs. Sinarle had 
transferred other holdings to her 
children in the past two years and 
she had expressed a desire to give 
to her children home building sites 
on what is known to them as the 
home property. 

“Also that the front property 
was in the process of being zoned 
as commercial property, and, with 
the increased taxes that would 
result, the Sinarles would like to 
develop it to enable them to meet 
the rising costs, that they wished 
to do this in January of 1950 but 
due to the rumors, it would be 
impossible to obtain desireable 
commercial] tenants or plan future 
homes.
